GAKCIA ALIVE 
AND KICKING. 


Garcia, the Cuban insurgent chief, 


who was reported among the killed a 
few days ago, is very, muoh alive, aa a 
letter written by him to General Shaf- 
ter iadioatea. Garcia ia disgusted with 
hla treatment at the band* of the 
Americana and ia withdrawing his 
forces to the hilla and jungles of Cuba. 
Ha complains of the fail a re of the 
American commander to officially no- 
tify him of the surrender of the Span- 
ish forces under General Toral and is 
angry beoauae he was n6t invited to be 
present at the formal capitulation of 
Santiago. He is also displeased at the 
retention of the Spanish civil officials 
at Santiago and for those reasons he 
will no longer co-operate with the 
Americana nuder General Shatter. 


The insurgents in Santiago province 


have been fed, clothed and armed by 
the Americana. They co-operated with 
the American troops in the battles near 
Santiago and were accredited with dis- 
playing courage and fighting qualities 
ia the engagements with the Spaniards.. 
General Garcia, who commanded them, 
felt that he was Blighted in not being 
advised of the surrender of the Span- 
iards or invited to bo preapat when the 
tsrms of capitulation were considered. 
His pride has been wounded and be 
purposes nursing bis sores in the 
mountains of eastern Cuba. He seems 
to care less for the defeat of the Span- 
iards and the liberation of Cuba, than 
for personal honors and aggrandize- 
ment and therefore cannot be as pa- 
triotic aa hia admliers represent him. 
If his object in prosecuting the war 
wa« to free hia country from the Span- 
ish yoke be would render the Ameri- 
cana all tbe assistance possible in ac- 
complishing that result regardless of 
personal consequences. Possibly he 
has beeu misunderstood, for a leader 
who has suffered privations for years 
in his country's eause cannot for what 
was dombtless an unintentional alight, 
•ndanger the cause for which be has 
been battling by refusing to co-oper- 
ate with those whose avowed determin- 
ation is to liberate Cuba from Spanish 
misrule.
